RUBBER IS NOW PRODUCED 
FROM FARM WASTES 


Test Plant to Produce Motor Fuels 
From Wheat 


Automobile tires with a life of 80,- 
000 miles and synthetic rubber made 
from corn stalks, straw and waste 
farm fibres are the newest discoveries 
of research chemists, said Cecil La- 
mont of the North-West Line Ele- 
vators’ Association, who attended the 


annual conference of the , United | 


States Farm Chemurgic Council just 
held in Chicago. Leading scientists, 
industrialists and heads of farm or- 
ganizations and cooperatives of the 
United States gathered at the Chi-’ 
cago conference to discuss latest de- 
velopments in finding new markets, 
and industrial uses for farm products. 

The North-West Line Elevators As- 
sociation is urging the Federal Gov- 


ernment to etsablish a Western divi- 
, sion of the National Research Coun- 


cil dedicated to research in expanding 
markets and finding industrial uses 
for Canada’s surplus. wheat. At Chi- 
eago, the chief of the four regional 
research jaboratories, established at 
a cost ‘of $7,800,000 by the United 
Staies Government, announced that 
three of the four laboratories had 
been brought into operation by Jan- 
uary, 1941, and the fourth will be op- 
ened within a few weeks, One hun- 
dred and seventy-five scientists are 
already at work in these laboratories 
seeking expansion of markets for! 
farm crops produced in the United | 
States, This number will be increas- 
ed to 800 or 1000 as new research pro- 
jects get under way. At the Peoria 
laboratory a pilot plant building haa’ 
been erected and will be used to as-|
